The Department 01 Commerce 


announces that, according to the re- 
turns received, there were 1,181,838 
marriages performed In the United 
States during the year 
1925, as 


rompared with 1,178,318 
In 1924 


These figures represent an in- 
crease of 3,520 marriages, 
or 0.3 


per cent.' The relative increase, 
however, was somewhat, less than 
the estimated increase in the pop- 
ulation, which amounted to 1.5 per 
ce'nl. 


During Ihe year 1925 there were 


175,495 divorces granted 
in 
Ihe 


United States, as compared with 
170,952 111 1924, representing an in- 
crease of 4,543, or 2.7 per cent. 


The estimated population of the 


United States on July 1, 1925 was 
115,378,094, and on July' 1. 1924, 
113,727,432. On the basis of these' 
estimates the number of marriages 
per 1,000 of the population was 10.2 
in 1925 as against 10.4 in 1924; 
and the number of divorces 
per 


1,000 of the population was 1.52 
in 1925, as against 1.50 in 1924. 


While the net increase in the 


number of 
marriages 
performed 


in the country as a whole was only 
0.3 per cent, the relative change 
in the 
different 
states 
ranged 


from a decrease of 13.G per cent in 
Georgia to an increase of 3'5.4 per 
cent in Florida and an increase of 
91. per cent in Nebraska. 


Other states showing consider- 


able decreases in the 
number of 


marriages were Iowa, with a de- 
crease of 11.8 per cent; Wyoming, 
with a decrease of 10.8 per cent; 
Michigan, with a decrease of 7.1 
per cent; and Idaho, with a de- 
crease 5.3 per cent.

ing a motor or other vehicle upon 
the public highways of this state, 
shall operate or drive the same in 
a careful and prudent manner, and 
at a rate of speed not greater than 


reasonable and proper, having 


due regard for the traffic and use 
of the highway, and no person'shall 
operate, drive or pass any motor 
or other vehicle, person or thing 
on any public highway of this state 
at such rate of speed as^to ehjdan- 


er the life of limb of any; pci'son 


or the safety of any projierty. 


Here are a dozen suggestions 


recently offered by the National 
Safety Council, 
with

changed wording in some of them: 


Suggestions 


1st. Bear always in mind that 


every driver must maintain 
per- 


fect self-control with mental facul- 
ties clear and alert. 


2nd. Have the mechanical parts

4th. Drive slowly in qil thickly

10th. Your horn should be uset 


as a warning signal only, not us a 
substitute for brakes. 
llth. Speeding docs not pay, as 
tk'iiy speeders have found out. Bet 


tcr be u few minutes late than t 
long time dead.

12th. You cannot crash a trail 


or stoum vehicle. The automobile is I 
always a loser in a crash with a[ 
steam vehicle. The old time advice I 
about crossing crossings cautiously! 
is still in order. Remember that the 
warning bells or other .signals may 
l»; out of order. The watchman may 
iiot be on the job. Trains cannot 
bile.
